A desire for some action to give 
patrons of Newmarket stores bet- 
ter parking accommodation was 
evident in a straw vote of Main St. 
merchants conducted by The Era. 

"Are you in' favor of the pro- 
posed one hour parking by-law?" 
& Era asked every merchant on 
?Uie east side of lower Main SL 
with the exception of three or four 
w6d were not in their stores at the 
'time. Time did not permit inter- 
viewing the west side merchants. 
Here are the answers: 

1. Tm not opposed to it Z think 
it could be done, if handled tact- 
fully." 

2. -Absolutely in favor of H." 

3. "I don't know. There are some 
habitual offenders that something 
could be done about" 

4. "No. it would offend the far- 
mers, but It would be a. good thing 
Jf people would observe the by-law, 
without being forced to." 

5. "Yes. It is up to the council 
to take action. I leave my car on 
Main St sometimes, because my 
neighbors do, but I shouldn't be 
allowed to." 

6. "No. They might ask the 
town people kindly not to use Main 
St for parking on Saturdays." 

7. "Yes. A lot of the cars are 
left by town people." 

8. "Fifty-fifty. There would be 
business lost and business gained. 
Something should be dr.ne. The 
best plan would be parking on one 
side. And they should advertise 
the space at the town -halt" 

#. "Hour parking is a good idea." 
10. "I don't care. It can't be 

done/' 

31. "Absolutely. It is not fair to 

park all day." 

12: "No. But If they arc going to 
do anything about it, they should 
provide parking places first Tho 
town hall square was filled up last 
Saturday night. Widdifield park 
might be used for parking. Cars 
would be safe there. Put up signs 
inviting people to drive In from 
Water St. and provide a walk up 
from Timothy St." 

13. "Yes. Town people, particu- 
larly the business people, are the 
worst offenders. Give the farmers 
privileges.** 

14. "No. Let people do as they 
please." 

15. "I am In favor of anything 
that will keep Main St clear for 
the transient trade. Direct peopto 
to the parkins; places." 

16. "Yes. The chief offenders 
are not the farmers. I doubt If 
the farmers would mind at ail." 

17. "One hour parking is enough 
oh Main St" 

18. "I have always been In favor 
of limited parking. The mer- 
chants are being robbed. When X 
was mayor, I brought in 20 min- 
utes parking, but the merchants 
killed it" 

19. "Hour parking would bo a 
terrible thing. We would run the 
risk of farmers going elsewhere. 
We shouldn't go too hard. Wo 
should direct people to parking 

grounds."

New Teacher Engaged At 

High School Board 

Meeting 

The Ontario municipal and rail- 
way board has advised the town 
that Newmarket must obtain con- 
sent of the electors before issuing 
debentures for an addition to the 
high school, according to a letter 
read by A. M. Mills, secretary, at 

a high school board meeting on 
Tuesday afternoon. 

George D. Wark was in the 

chair. 

W. J. Patterson read to the 
board a report that Stouffville had 
received permission to Issue nec- 
essary debentures for a similar 
addition. 

"The question arises why Stouff- 
ville should receive permission," 
Mr. Patterson said. 

"I suppose that they have a very 
small debt," said P. W. Pearson. 

"And they will save the expense 
of sending their pupils to Mark- 
ham," said Mr. Patterson. Stouff- 
ville will teach all high school sub- 
jects for the first time. 

"We should decide whether it 
would be wise to ask the council 
for a vote now or wait until the 
regular vote." said Mr. Patterson. 
"We might stir up opposition. I 
think it would be wiser to wait." 

"We would not have time to get 
it started during the holidays," 
said Mr. Pearson. 

"And we would get a more rep- 
resentative vote later on," said G. 
A. Binns. 

"If we had a vote now, some 
people would say we were trying 
to put something over," said Mr. 
Pearson. 

The boaid passed a resolution 
asking the town council to sub- 
mit the question to the ratepayers \ 
at tho next regular election. At 
the .suggestion of A. N. Belugln, 
the boaid attached a rider to the 
effect that the board was strongly 
in favor of the vocational wing. 

Miss Lorna Pearson, QueensvUIo, 

a specialist In English and history, 
was appointed to the vacancy oil 
the high school stuff left by the 
resignation of J. E. Crufckshank, 

Miss Pearson will teach commer- 
cial work and geography, and was 
engaged at an Initial salary of 
$1,500. 

Other teachers were re-engaged 
at the Himtc salaries with the usual 
Increase of 550 a year to those en- 
titled to It. 

"We are out of step with other 
schools in the matter of the hoard 
secretary's salary," stated W. J. 
Patterson.

Mr. Patterson stated that the 
secretary of the Aurora board re- 
ceived $285, and that the former 
Newmarket secretary, Henry Sen- 
nett, felt he wanted to give part of 
his time to the town. 

Mr. Blnns and Mr. Pearson ask- 
ed that more information be se- 
cured concerning other board sec- 
retaries* salaries. 

"We have a secretary at the 
high school doing splendid work,"

Sunday Softball Suggestion 

Brings Answer From 

Farm 

Editor, The Era: I read with a 
great deal of interest your editor- 
ial on Sunday softball, and would 
beg leave to ask a few questions,

paper. 

In the first place, what Is your 
candid opinion as to the meaning 
of the commandment, to remember 
the sabbath day and keep it holy?

To allow ball playing on the sab- 
bath, would It not be another case 
of. the story about the Arab and 
his camel which asked to get its 
head into the tent, because It was 
cold. Leave granted, the Arab 
eventually found himself out in 
the cold and the camel had poss- 
ession or the tent. Or take an- 
other example, some few years ago 
when Ontario was under the 
O.T.A., the Hquor Interests asked 
permission to sell 4.4 beer and got 
It. The next step was the IaCA., 
then the beer parlors and now we 
find ourselves wallowing In beer 
and beer accidents with our gov- 
ernment doing all they can lo 
advance the sale of it. The next 
step will be hard liquors in the 
beer rooms. 

In case we allow Sunday ball, 
how long will It be until we have 
conditions similar to those in the 
country to the south of us, where 
a number of their professional 
(Tames are pulled off on Sunday. 
Every sabbath there are hundreds 
of thousands of dollars spent on 
sports. At the same time, the 
cause of Christ can go begging and 
those t lying to promote it can not 
in tunny, many cases, get the 
wherewithal to do it. Is It not In 
a good runny Instances the same 
here today. Many people think 
nothing of filling up their gns tank 
and going off on Sunday for 50 or 
100 miles, and have a good time, 
but when asked for some support 
for the church, money is too 
scarce. 

We often hear the argument put 
forth by town and city people who 
wish to play golf or boll on the 
sabbath, that It Is the only time 
they get a chance to play. Is that 
correct. Most people In the town 
or city get nn afternoon, and 
some of them two a week, off. A 
good many are off work at 4 p.m. 
S.T. ami most of them by five at 
any rate. Should they not get all 
the time they need through the 
week for sports without breaking 
tho sabbath? 

If It is right that some men are 
so busy through the week that 
Iftoy cannot find tho necessary 
time for recreation, why not re- 
adjust affairs and give those busy 
fellows Soma stuck time and let 
Sonic of the unemployed, whom we 
support through relief, a chance to 
do soma of the work? 

What percentage of the people 
We see out playing ball or golf 
nml so on on Sunday Is there that 
cares anything nhmtt the cause of 
Christ, our church or anything In 
connection with It? 

Personally, to allow Softball on 
Sunday, would just 6e allowing 
Baton to drive tho wedge already 
started In our church and Its 
teaching further on Its way. Wo 
find people advocating dancing In 
the church organizations, we also 
find them pulling off gambling 
stunts to raise money lo support 
the church. All of these things, 
wo believe, It goes without saying, 
have a depressing effect on the 
moral standing of tho church and 
Us people In tho community. 

As far as allowing ball games on 
Sunday to keep tho young people 
out of Montelhtaff worse Is con- 
corned, two wrongs never made 
one tight, the good book teaches 
us, If a thing Is wrong, it Is wrong. 
There Is absolutely ho excuse for 
doing one thing that Is wrong to 
tight another wrong, 
* Atfaln 1 might I refer to tho beer 
parlors. We were promised by the 
present government that the sate 
of beer through the present system 
would reduce tho canRumptlon'nnd 
do away with bootleggers and 
what hns.it done? Wo find condi- 
tions In that lino the worst they 
have been for years and It will be 
tho same thing If wo allow a 
loofloning iip on the observance of 
the sabbath.

It seems that before the town can borrow money 
to pay its half of the cost of z vocational wing to 
the high school the municipal board will require 
an approving vote of the ratepayers.

Ordinarily for the town 
to issue debentures, it is necessary either to have 
an approving vote of the ratepayers or to have the 
consent of the municipal board. In other words, 
the function of the municipal board would seem 
to be to save the expense of a vote where there 
is no question about the good position of the 
municipality and the desirability of the proposed 
expenditure. The expenditure in the present 
instance has the approval of another department 
of the government, the department of education, 
which has agreed to pay its half of the cost, and

It does not matter so 
much what parties we belong to, or don't belong 
to, but it does matter that we should have pro- 
gressive ideas. When the people are ready for 
changes, changes will come, regardless of what 
government is in power and regardless of the 
objections of the minority who may feel, although 
probably mistakenly, that they will be injured.

"County Constable Watt. Ser- 
geant Barraclough and I sat in 
our car, which was parked on the 
old car line behind the Halliwell 
Service Station, on Yonge St., ran 
by Fred Judge," testified Constable 
Aubrey Flcury. "We noticed a man 
come out of the station, take 
something from under an old car 
and start off over the field carry- 
ing something under his arm. 
Constable Barraclough and myself 
went after him and he started to 
run. 

"When I finally caupht him I 
saw that it was Bell and he had 
six quarts of ale in a carton," con- 
tinued Constable Fleury. "He 
asked me what I was going to do 
and I said we were going to search 
hU house. He told me 1 didn't 
need a search warrant as any 
liquor there was was In his wife's 
name. He said he was taking the 
ale to hide it for the boys until 
Sunday." 

"Was the liquor that Bell was 
carrying purchased by Judge?" 
questioned Mr. Howard, defence 
counsel. 
"No." answered Constable Fleury. 
"Didn't Bell tell you ho was hid- 
ing ft at the request of Judge?" 

-N'o." 

Constable Barrnclough corrobor- 
ated the evidence as given by Con- 
stable Fleury- 

' "Did Bell tell you that the beer 
was given to him to hide?" . 

"Yes, but he wouldn't say who 
gave it to him." answered Con- 
stable Barraclough. 

Constable Watt stated he kept 
Bell In the car after they caught 
him, wailc the other two officers 
went Into the service station. 

Mr. Howard then put In the de- 
fence. Russell Moore, of the Liquor 
Control Board, Toronto, was the 
first to testify. 

A slip was produced by Mr. 
Moore from a brewery warehouse 
In Toronto showing that three doz- 
en quarts of ale had been pur- 
Chased: and delivered to Charles 
Judge. 

"I arrived at the service station 
about 11.15." stated Fmnk Bell. "I 
got a package of tobacco, then I 
noticed a cat ton of beer. There 
were several men around, as they 
usually gather there in the even- 
ing, t told Judge he would get Into 
trouble having the beer around. He 
said he would see about that, hut 
that (here was another case be- 
hind the oil house which he wished 
I would take back to the swamp 
'ind hide. Z started out with the 
case and was caught by Flcury. 
I disclaimed ownership of the 
liquor." 

"You have been in .trouble before 
over liquor in this court, haven't 
yon?" questioned Jos. Vale, acting 
for the crown. 

"Yes." answered Hell. 

"That was Just recently, wasn't 
it?" 

"Yes. hut nt my own home" 

"Wcro you Inking this liquor 
home." 

"No. I wasn't .taking It home, as 
I live In another direction." 

Rell waa fined $100 on one 
charge mid $10 on another In the 
court here last month. 

"I claim ownership of the beer 
which I purchased In Toronto," 
stated Charles Judge. "I took a 
dozen and a half bottles to .tho 
station to treat the men, hut I 
left tho half dozen bottles outside. 
When Bell came I asked him to 
take away tho bottles outside and 
I would get rlil of tl»o rest. Bell 
didn't have any beer to drink." 

Victor Alfred testified he waa In 
the station at tho time and heard 
Judge .ink Bell to toko away the 

liquor. 

"I have gone to considerable ex- 
pense .to get Independent witnesses 
to show tho beer renlly belonged 
to Judge," stated -Mr. Howard. 

"Tho mnn knew tho risk ho was 
running/' 8nW * no magistrate. 

"Ho shouldn't iMi penalized for 
doing something for Judge," an- 
swered Mr. Howard. "Ilia -record 
speaks badly for him, hut it 
shouldn't go against him." 

"Thoro will bo n conviction/' or- 
dered tho -magistrate. "Tho fine 
will ho $100 and costs or three 
months." 

"Can I have llmo to ralso tho 

money?" asked Boll.

•Tuberculosis is preventable," 
was the keynote of an address 
given by Miss M. E. Wilkinson, 
superintendent of the Queen Mary 
Hospital, Weston, to the Aurora 
Women's Institute meeting at the 
home of Mrs. Frank Grainger on 
Thursday of last week, 

"Hie Queen Mary Hospital Is 
that part of the Toronto Hospital 
for Consumptives where tubercu- 
lar children between the ages of 
six and 16. are cared for." Miss 
Wilkinson explained. "At present 
there are 52 children in this hos- 
pital and 500 more in the other 
buildings. 

*Tt ha3 been an , eye-opener to 
me to go to the Toronto Hospital 
and see how prevalent tuberculosis 
Is and how much it is costing this 
country. In Ontario there are 13 
sanitaria, each of which Is build- 
ing an addition. Each has a wait- 
ing list. Altogether, there are 
4,000 beds available* 

"Tuberculosis has been a prob- 
lem since before Christ and we 
are spending more than ever be- requiring all high school students 
fore. In Ontario last year, about! to be x-rayed; legislation allowing 




talfeatlon. Only 24 of the 550 
patients at Weston are helping to 
pay their own bills. These 24 pay 
only what their municipalities 
would otherwise pay. This means 
that the sanataria are no better 
Off than they* would be if their 
patients paid nothing." 

Miss Wilkinson attributed the 
prevalence of tuberculosis to the 
difficulty of early diagnosis and 
popular Ignorance of the disease 
and to the way in which it is 
spread. 

"No child is born with tubercu- 
losis." Miss Wilkinson stated. "It 
Is spread only by direct contact." 

The methods by which infection 
might be prevented, as suggested 
by Miss Wilkinson, were: prohibit- 
ing people from kissing children 
on the lips; insisting that children 
wash their hands before eating: 
legislation requiring all immi- 
grants to be x-rayed; legislation 



$3,000,000 was spent for hospitali- 
sation of consumptives" the 

speaker stated. 

"Hospitalization costs $£49 per 
person per day. The municipality 
from which the patient comes pays 
$1-50 and the province pays 57!& 
cents towards this cost. This leaves 
a deficit of 4ZVj cents per person 
per day. or $153 per person per 
year. 

"The present legislation being 
considered by the provincial gov- 
ernment will not benefit the sani- 
taria. All the province is going to 
do is to take over the municipali- 
ties' share of $1.00 per day. 

"I-ast year the deficit at Weston 
was SS5.O0O. These deficits are 
met by the sale of Christmas seals. 
by bequests and by donations. 



a doctor to keep a consumptive In 
a hospital. • ■ 

"At present a doctor can order 
a consumptive to enter a hospital, 
but cannot order him to stay 
there." the speaker said. 

"There are three early symp- 
toms of tuberculosis:' Miss Wilk- 
inson said, in answer to a question. 
"Fatigue, loss of weight, and 
lowered resistance to disease, par- 
ticularly colds." 

She suggested that the Institute 
have regular talks on tuberculosis 
included In its programs. We all 
need to become "tuberculosis con- 
scious." she safd. 

"The Aurora branch of the 
Women's Institute has contributed 
for many years to the support of 
a bed at Weston," Miss Wilkinson 



"Tuberculosis Js such a long, concluded. "We would be very 
drawn-out disease that few people sorry to see your name removed 
can afford to pay for their ho3pi-i from that cot."

Mr. Smith has evidently got him- 
self a job writing publicity to de- 
fend mortgage and trust compan- 
ies who are threatened with de- 
creased income in their Alberta 
territory, if Premier Aberhart has 
his way. 

At first the thought that the 
poor mortgage companies needed 
helping served merely to amuse 
us! We laughed until our sidc3 
ached. Mr. Smith kept at U3 with 
his mimeographed sheets of prop- 
aganda, however, and we have be- 
gun to weary of the jest. The pain 
in our sides i3 now a pain in the 
neck. 

This pain became particularly 
acute last week, when Mr. Smith 
quoted Rev. Dr. J. G. Inkster, of 
Knox Presbyterian church, Toron- 
to, to support his plea that Ottawa 
disallow the Aberhart acts. "As 
I read them, the acts are subver- 
sive of good molality and good 
religion. They arc contrary to the 
word of God and to common hon- 
esty." 

As we read Rot. Dr. Inkslcr, he 
is being made a tool oU We can 
understand F. D. I*. Smith going 
to bat for the mortgage companies 
—he gets paid for H. But wo can 
see no reason why religion should 
elect to play hand-maiden to the 
financial Interests. 

If the minister has fulfilled his 
mission as such, he has no need 
to worry over his congregation's 
"common honesty." And we would 
-be glad to hear Rev. Dr. Inkster 
quote tho Bible on the subject of 
lending money at Interest, in the 
manner in which It has been done 
in Alberta. 

The London, Ontario, chamber of 
commerce H quoted by F. D. L. 
Smith Services as describing the 
Aberhart acts as "subversive to 

Canadian unity." 

Whoops! . . . the wonder is, 
that anyone could put to paper so 
imaginative a concept ns that con- 
tained In the words, "Canadian 
unity." The London chamber of 
commerce might ask Premier Pat- 
ullo what he thought of Canadian 
unity, following the ratifying of 
the Japanese trade treaty. Sas- 
katchewan might find a discon- 
certing word to say, too. We know 
Manitoba can, and has. 

They might ask the niariUrr.es 
Then, to bring the aubject nearer 
home, they might consider Quebec 
—and Ontario. Let's chat of sep- 
arate schools and Ontario power 
contracts awhile, before we again 
mention "Canadian unity." 

Canadian unity Is a dream— 
albeit a splendid one. But up until 
now It has been n dream without 

the refreshment of sweet repose. 

If we could climb out of the 
political gutter for n moment we 
might learn something. We 
might find that Alberta mortgages 
came into being when wheat was 
$1.50 a bushel— that payments 
were required when wheat was 
half that price— and that payment* 
had still to be made when there 
was no^wheat nt nil! 

Had settlement of Alberta debts 
been .sought by the mortgage 
companies In the light of "good 
morality and good religion"— as 
Rev. Dr. Inkster suggests, tho 
London chamber of commorco 
would not need to concern itself 
with mythical dangers to mythical 
Canadian unity. 

As It is, Aberhart seeks to levy 
a two per cent tax on mortgages. 
This would decrease Income to 
mortgage companies. It would 
also ease the burden upon the far- 
mers and make it easier for them 
to pay off the mortgages. 

rnfll wo have n dollar that buyfl 
as much tomorrow ns It did yes- 
twd.-iy. contracts Involving the 
payment of money should demand 

"good morality nnd good religion" 

on the part of the mortgagor as 
well ns mortgagee. If we see the 
name of Rev. Dr. Inkster volun- 
teering as missionary to the mort- 
gage companies, we will be among 
the first to applaud.

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So the conservation project In 
King township is to be dropped for 
the present. Mr. Aubrey Davis has 
exhibited very commendable public 
spirit in his initiation and support 
of the survey which was ably con- 
ducted by Kenneth Mayall. The 
dominion government has endorsed 
the experiment and agreed to pro- 
vide 50 per cent of the money 
necessary for reforestation. Our 
local member has taken up the 
case with the Ontario legislature; 
but this Is one of the several im- 
portant questions that have been 
crowded off the program at 
Queen's Park by so much mean- 
ingless political bickering. 

It is unfortunate that an attempt 
could not have been made to 

shape the Mayall report while it Is 

hot Mr. Davis is a successful 
business executive who Is accus- 
tomed to getting results. He may 
become impatient at all the 
delay fa this civic project and 
abandon his support. Is It possible 
to yet secure finances to justify 
the continuance of Mr. Mayall's 
work with Mr. Davis* contribution? 
York county would be justified in 
concentrating some of Us reforest- 
ation efforts on King township: 
not that this township has the 
greatest need; but that here is an 
opportunity of combining forces to 
achieve significant results. To a 
substantial grant from York 
county might be added a substan- 
tial grant from King township. If 
our municipalities were to make 
these grants after adequate study 
nnd after explanation to the rate- 
payers there would be little objec- 



tion. 

If Aubrey Davis is interested in 
rebuilding King township there 
might be other people sufficiently 
interested to contribute to the 
cause. 1 Perhaps a few thousand 
dollars could be raised by people in 
a position to assist. If the federal 
government would be willing to 
recognize the contributions of mun- 
icipalities end Individuals in the 
place of provincial contributions it 
might be possible In one year to 
prove to the provincial government 
the justification for the project. 
And we would be getting some- 
where. 

Independent of all these conserv- 
ation plans but co-operating with 
them we should have considerable 
assistance from the department of 
agriculture. It was unfair and 
false economy when the agricul- 
tural representative in York, as in 
many other counties, was deprived 
of an assistant. The territory in a 
whole county is so great as to 
make it Impossible for one man to 
do justice to the promotion of agri- 
cultural education. ' If our local 
representative had an assistant 
with special training in conserva- 
tion problems he might carry on 
educational work among the land- 
holders. The need in conservation 
Is not to be met merely by great 
government projects of reforesta- 
tion and regulation of water sup- 
plies. The care and culture of the 
soil so as to retain and Improve its 
fertility and stop erosion is of 
primary Importance. With land 
held by so many people this be- 
comes a task for education.
